Friday morning the boy went to 
in North St. Louis, carrying 
water for firemen, untangling traf- 
fic snarls, moving furniture about 
wrecked homes and making himself’ 
generally useful. He came home at 
l o'clock yesterday morning, worn 
out, but happy in his new responsi-

Coach Bob Mathews’ St. Louis 
University’ football eleven literally 
buried the Jackson University 
team of Chillicothe, Mo., yesterday 
afternoon when the Billiken ath- 
letes tramped the _  rain-soaked 
Grand and Laclede field for an 
overwhelming 69 to 0 victory.* It 
was the second triumph of the sea- 
. son for the Blue and White, the 
squad having turned back Illinois 
State Normal in easy fashion in 
the opener a week ago. 

In scoring eleven touchdowns, 
the loca! gridiron warriors came 
through with 23 first downs. The 
enemy mace only one, and that in 
the‘ last few seconds of play. 
“Thirty-four players battled un- 
der the St. Louis U. colors. Time 
and again Coach Mathews changed 
his éntire _ combination and in 
spite of the fact that many second- 
string men were used, the Billiken 
machine functioned in a clever 
manner throughout. 

Fine Teamwork Shown. 

There were no outstanding stars 
in the St. Louis U. line-up. The 
players worked together, aiming 
only for one goal, a victory. Of 
the 34 athletes that battled under 
the banner of the Blue and White, 
there were some, however, who 
had the honor of scoring more 
touchdowns than their mates. 
Nevertheless, the scoring was 
equally divided. 

Joe Lintzenich, former Webster 
High. boy, whose brilliant perform- 
ance last week enabled the Bills to 
defeat Iilinois State Normal, 
counted for one touchdown. His 
passing and frequent gains through 
center aided the grand bombard- 
' Men considerably. 

Parilla, Decker, Flynn and Feld 
each romped past the enemy's goa! 
on two occasions, while Jordan and 
Denvir accounted for the other 
markers. The three remaining 
points were scored by Lintzenich, 
who kicked from placement after 
@ touchdown, and Flynn and 
Daubner, whose speed carried 
them over the line after receiving 
passes, also after touchdowns were 
scored. 

Credit to the Line, Also. 

Jordan showed fine generalship 
while he was in charge of the back- 
field. His long passes very seldom 
failed and his ability to pick out 
. openings far gains also was noge- 
worthy. 

The linesmen must be given due 
credit, too. Davidson, at center, 
“Was very accurate with his passes, 
while the two guards, Crecilius and 
Schwartz, not only loomed up on 
the defense, but made big holes as 
their backfield men romped 
through for huge gains. The two 
starting tackles, Cornell and Mil- 
ler, played a fine steady game. At 
the ends, the spectacular perform- 
ance of Browning stood out. 

Touchdowns in Every Quarter. 

The contest opened with the Bil- 
likens taking the offensive. ‘After 
a few minutes of play. Maithews' 
equad was making a runaway of 
the game. The Bills went over for 
three touchdowns in the first quar- 
ter and scored the extra point only 
once.

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LEGISLATIVE STUDY 
LAW SCHOOL DUTY, 
SAYS DEAN POUND 


Head of Harvard Law 
School Speaks at Dedica- 
tion of Lee H. Tate Hall 
At Columbia. 


y the Associated Press 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 1. — The 


State university law school should 
be the birthplace of preparatory 


‘studies on which to found legisla- 


tion, Dean Roscoe Pound of the 
Harvard Law School, Cambridge, 
Mass., declared here today, at ded- 
icatory exercises for Lee H. Tate 
Hall, memorial law building at the 
University of Missouri. 

“With our Federa] and State leg- 
islative systems we turn out more 
statutes, both absolutely and rela- 
tively, than any other country in 
the world,” Dean Pound sald, “and 
make more elaborate and'complete 
enactment of 
laws at stated intervals than has 
ever been made before in legal or 
political history. Also we com- 
plaixy more about them when 
enacted and rail at them both in- 


dividually and in the gross beyond 


anything in legal or political ex- 
perience... Indeed it has come to be 
assumed that statute law is intrin- 
sically bad, and it has even been 
proposed to call sessions of legis- 
lative bodies for the sole purpose 
of a season pf repeal, enacting 
nothing. Yet the demand for spe- 
cific new laws in particular is as, 
insistent as the clamor for fewer 
laws in general; the budget of new 
billla, urged by legislative commit- 
tees of business and trade and pro- 
fession organizations, grows in bulk 
and often is presented by the very 
association which, in another part 


‘courts during the 


of their proceedings, have applaud- 
ed denunciation of the overgrowth 
of laws and shouted for @ legisla- 
tive holiday, 

“Long ago Montesquieu saw that 
commercial and industrial societies 
required more laws than were 
needed in agricultural societies. In 
a highly organized urban industrial 
society the points of contact be- 
tween man and man are too many, 
the interests to be secured are too 
numerous and too varied, and over- 
lap and conflict at too many points 
to make it feasible to conduct its 
affairs smoothly and effectively 
‘without a great and detailed mass 
oe enacted precepts. 

Legislative Achievements. 

“We must not forget, moreover, 
that legislation has great achieve- 
ments to its credit, even if along 
wih many failures. To speak only 
of American legal history, the rec- 
ord of American legislative law- 
making during the legislative re- 
form .movement of the fore part 
of the nineteenth century is quite 
as good as that of any lawmaking 
agenc$ anywhere — certainly en- 
tirely comparable to that of our 
same formative 
period. One has only to think of 
the overhauling of conveyancing, 
of the simplification of the law of 
real property, of the modernizing 
of the law of descent and distribu- 
tion, of the remaking of legal pro- 
cedure, and of the hdmestead and 
exemption laws in order to perceive 
how much we owe to the legisla- 
tive lawmaking of that time. And 
in’ the present generation work- 
men’s compensation laws, wholly 
legislative in origin and in form, 
solved a problem as to work acci- 
dents with which courts had been 
struggling for two generations with 
no permanent results and in such 
wise as seriously to impair the ef- 
fectiyeness of judicial justice, 


“The condition of the Federal 
statute book, the inaccessibility of 
Federal legislation for a genera- 
tion after the Revised Statutes of 
thé early seventies, is probably 
without a parallel since the days 
of the ruler who carved. his laws 
high upon a column, out of sight, 
to enjoy the embarrassment of 
those subject to them but unable 


to learn their contents.

3000 SCOUTS SHARE 
N STORM AD WORK 


Boys From Practically Every 
Troop Help Meet Emerg-. 
ency After Tornado. 


The Boy Scouts of S&8t. Louis 
were among the civic organizations 
that turned out in force to aid in 
the area devastated by the tor- 
nado Thursday. More than 30060 
scouts from practically every 
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Friday at anything that needed. to, 
be done. 

Throughout the storm area 
scouts could be seen directing traf- 
fic, helping keep out the crowds 
of curious, salvaging property 
from the ruins, and acting as mesé- 
sengers for the Red Cross, Nation- 
al Guard, and other forces at work 
in the field. 

Perhaps one of the greatest 
tasks the scouts undertook was the 
delivery of a large part of the tele- 
gran.s that poured into the City 

all day Friday, overwhelming the 
normal force of messenger boys 
employed by the two companies. 
Teams of scouts were assigned to 
the work, each in a specified dis- 
trict, the telegrams being distrib- 
uted to the teams from the local 
Boy Scout headquarters in the 
Chemical Building. By 2 o’clock 


Friday afternoon more than 4000 
telegrams tad been delivered, 
with the stream of those coming 
in seemingly unchecked. 


The chief concentration centers 
for the scouts were the Sherman 
Park Community Center and the 
corner of Sarah and Olive streets, 

where reserves of boys wei? kept 
to meet any emergency. The ma- 
jority of the troops, however, were 
ecaflezed throughout the area, be- 
ing se herever needed, In one 
case the scouts relieved a National 
Guardsman who had been direct- 
ing traffic at Hebert street and 
Grand boulevard for 18 hours 
without food or sleep. 


The scouts were gathered by a 
general call to al] troops, sent out 
as soon as the seriousness of the 
storm was known Thursday.

WHAT’S WRONG WITH THE COAL INDUSTRY 


A Survey of Working and Market Conditions 
In Field W here Strike Lasted 6 Months 


Producing Twice What Na- 
tion Needs, Competition 
Between Non-Union and 
Union Scales of Wages, and 
Long Periods of Idleness, 
Often Months at a Time. 


oF’ HE strike in the Illinois coal fields was 
settled in Chicago late yesterday after- 
noon. Details will be fdégmed in the news 
columns of this issue of the Post-Dispatch. 

The following article, descriptive of that 
industry in Illinois, was written the day 
before the strike was ended.

Long Periods of Idleness

Memories of Past Hardships 
Steel Miners for Battle 


LLINOIS coal operators recently ap- 
| pealed to the striking miners to aban- 

don the union, and return to work at 
reduced wages, To this appeal the Illinois 
Miner, organ of the workers, published a 
fierce and defiant reply. Describing condi- 
tions under which the miners worked be- 
fore they were organized, and the desper- 
ate fight which was necessary to establish 
the union, it proclaimed they would fight 
to a finish to preserve the union and to 
prevent the return of the old conditions. 
It follows: 


HOLD FAST! 


They worked us 18 hours in 
slimy burrows. 

They killed us by the thousands be- 
neath their rotten tops. 

They blew us skyward from 
muzzles of their gassy shafts. 

They paid for sweat.and blood and 
broken bones with wormy beans and 
rancid fat. 

They made us live in shacks unfit for 
swine and dogs: 

They forced us to go begging crusts of 

' bread from brothers poor as we, display- 
ing stumps and blinded eyes as our right 
to beg. 

They kept us in their stinking camps 
behind barbed wire and stockades like 
prisoners of war, like convicts doing 
time. 

And scarcely had the last clod hit our 
coffins when they drove our loved ones 
from their company shacks—to scrub 
and wash, to beg or steal or starve or 
rot. 

And then we met in the bint of night, 
in culverts, caves and deserted shafts, to 
find a way from woe and want, from 
slavery and misery. 

Thus the union was born. 

How we struggled, how we fought and 
bled for that puny Union babe! Oh, the 
tears we wept and the blood we spilled 
and the lives we paid to raise that pre- 
cious child! : 

At Braidwood, Ludlow and Panther 
Creek, at Mingo, Latimer and Virden, 
mute tombs still speak of the price we 
paid for our Union, 

We, too, had our Valley Forge, ohare 
we slept on frozen ground, with shiver- 
ing limbs and empty guts.

Ask the men who fought at 
Gettysburg to apologize to Jeff Davis 
and Lee.

The present strike began April 1. On that 
date the wage contract between operators and 
union miners expired. The expiring scale 
had been in existence: seven. years. The 
union asked only that it be renewed on the 
same terms. The operators refused to renew 
it, insisting upon a wage reduction of ap- 
proximately 30 per cent.

Miners Dispute Claim That Lower 


Wages Would Pay Better. 

Illinois has 244 shipping mints; they pro- 
duce all but a negligible quantity of the 
ceal. The Illinois Bureau of Mines, a State 
institution, reports for the year 1926 that 
these minés were open an average of 155 
days. But 105 of them ‘were open less 
than 150 days, and 74 were open less than 
100 days. Bearing in mind that the year 
has more than 300 working days, we have a 
graphic picture of the problem which con- 
fronts the miner in keeping his family alive. 

The average total pay received by the 
miners of Illinois under the present wage 
scale, is spposte a year. In other words, an 
average of $23.77 a week. And that is the 
wage scale whieh the operators want to re- 
duce by 30 per cent! Of course, they argue 
that reduced wages would mean greatér 
production, steadier employment, and hence 
a higher wage total at the end of the year. 
The miners contend that this claim is not 
‘supported by past experience. 


? Mine at Collinsville Worked 
Only 39 Days Last Year. 


As a matter of fact, the average number 
of working days, as compiled by the Mine 
Bureau, does not adequately picture the 
plight of thousands of miners’ families, be- 
cause some work more and others work less. 
Out of the 244 mines, 88 averaged 235 days 
work last year. On the other side we have 
the mines which brought the average down. 
We have, for example, the big Consolidated 
Mine at Collinsville, employing 386 men. Last 
year it worked 39 days. And the North mine, 
at Breese, e-\ploying 219 men, which worked 
11 days. And the Freeburg mine, employing 
217 men, which worked 75 days. And the 
St. Ellen Mine, at O’Fallon, employing 290 
men, which worked 77 days. 

A crack miner, working under favorable 
conditions, can make from $8 to $10 a day. 
The average, after deducting the cost of pow- 
der, fuse and tools, is not above $9, and 
prébably is considerably lower. But suppose 
a mimer capable of earning $10 a day, net, 
is able to work only 100 days a year. His 
annual wage is $1000, or less than $20 a 
week. 


Opportunity for Other Work 

Scant in Mining District. 

Then why, it will be asked, doesn’t the 
miner eke out his wages by doing other work 
when the mines are idle? This is the an- 
swer: In most of the mining towns and vil- 
lages, the mine is virtually the only place 
to work. To get other employment, the miner 
mast go to the cities. But it is not until 4 
in the afternoon that he knows whether the 
mine will open the next morning. Two days’ 
absence from the mine is cause for suspen- 
sion for 15 working days. 

Then, the other question will follow—why 
) doesn’t the miner abandon mining altogeth- 
er? Leaving out the fact that if all miners 
followed this advice the rest of us would 
soon freeze or starve (coal being an essen- 
tial of virtually all industry), we must re- 
member that we are dealing with human be- 
ings. : 

In 99 per cent of cases, the miner was 
born in a mining town. He went into the 
) mine as a boy, because he had to work, and 
the mine was the only thing to go into. He 
could learn another trade only by leaving 
home, and the natural tendency of most boys 
is not to leave home, at least until they 
have learned a trade. Consequently, he 
learned mining. He stayed in it from force 
of habit—the same force that keeps nearly 
everyone else in his original trade. It is 
easy enough to say: “Why don’t you get 
into some other trade?” But doing it Is 
no easy matter, especially if the miner has 
married and got a family. It is even more

when the House Ways and Means. 


Committee has its first meeting, 
more than a month before the 
Seventieth Congress convenes. 
Congressional leaders hope that 
the committee tax bill will be 
ready in December. This would 
allow the House time to debate 
the measure while the Senate 
busied itself with the Smith-Vare 
election contest. 

The principal two questions be- 
fore the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will be: 1. How large a 
surplus can we count on for the 
present fiscal year and the year 
ending June 30,1929? 2. Whose 
taxes shall be cut? 

To the first question, no one 
has even an approximate guess: 
For the fiscal year just ended 
there was a surplus of $635,809,- 
922. With the exception of about 
$14,000,000, this money already 
has been applied to the retirement 
of the public debt. 

Surplus Set at $38,000,000. 

Director Lord of the Budget 
Bureau estimates there will be a 
surplus of $338,000,000 at the end 
of the present fiscal year and 
$214,000,000 June 30, 1929, pro- 
vided there are no changes in the 
present tax law and no ex- 
traordinary appropriations are 
passed by the Seventieth Con- 
gress. Treasury estimates have 
proved inaccurate in the past but 
nevertheless they will be the basis 
of congressional action. For the 
most part, they have been too con- 
servative, and the more daring 
political promisers have men- 
tioned tax cuts running as high 
as $500,000.000 and $600,000,- 
000. The accepted figure, how- 
ever, is around $300,000,000. 

The unprecedented surplus of 
the last fiscal year was the result 
of a very prosperous industrial 
period in 1925 and 1926 and the 
receipt of unexpected back in- 
come tax payments. Very few 
persons expect anything like a 
$635,000,000 surplus for 1928 or 
1929. Furthermore, who can 
predict what appropriations the 
Seventieth Congress will make?

commercial, but political. It is a denial of one of 
the most important trutHs in our national policy to 
say that the situation down there is one peculiarly 
requiring the services of a banker. The situation 
down there is, upon the contrary, one peculiarly re- 
quiring the services of someone politically sympa- 
thetic with the aspirations of the Mexican people and 
capable of adjusting our policy to them. Mr. Mor- 
row may develop all the sympathy necessary to 
amicable political and commercial relations between 
the two republics, but if he does he will have to get 
into another point of view than that in which he has 
been trained as a partner of J. P. Morgan. 

The chances decidedly are that he will go down 
there in the point of view to which he has been 
schooled, and come back in it. That would have 
been the case, we imagine, had a member of the 
firm of J. & W. Seligman gone to a similar post in 
Nicaragua, or had an officer of the National City 
Bank of New York gone as our representative to 
Haiti. The exploitation of the Latin-Americans by 
our bankers has been and still is the great obstacle in 
the way of friendship and trade between us. -It is as 
improvident a policy as any nation ever pursued, and 
is costing us millions. The Mexican Government in- 
dicated in its acceptance of Mr. Morrow what its 
conception of our interest in that country is. That 
is the same conception which they unfortunately have 
of us in Europe.

STATUS OF AMERICAN 
LIBERALISM. 
From the New Republic. 
S A result of the Sacco-Vanzetti affair 
two interesting facts emerge about the 
present standing of liberals in American s0- 
ciety. On the one hand, they have for the 
first time in many years united in picking 
Out a genuinely liberal cause and in rally- 
ing behind it. On the other hand, this cause,

Its strength and the standing of 
its supporters aroused no positive interest or 
conviction among the middle-minded people 
who fill important administrative positions 
in Americ political, professional and busi- 
ness life; and these are the people who not 
only conduct the activities of the country, 
but determine its immediately effective 
state of mind. Outside of the labor move- 
ment, the universities and a few intellectuals, 
the number of people wh: can recognize a 
distinctively and essentially reasonable 
ciuse, which is not also respectable, seems 
to be practically negligible. The mediating 
minds do not mediate.

From Anglo-American Trade. 
HE British Empire controls 27 per cent 


of the world’s wheat supply, 66 per cent 
of rice, 53 per cent of cattle, 51 per cent of 
sheep, 77 per cent of wool, and 87 per cent 
of rubber. It produces 69 per cent of the 
world’s gold, 42’ per cent of tin, 88 per cent 
of nickel, 15 per cent of silver, 30 per cent 
of zinc and 23 per cent of lead. All this is 
in addition to va-t undeveloped sources of 
supply. 

"The United States consists of about six 
per cent of the world’s land area peopled by 
about seven per cent of the world’s popu- 
lation. It produces 70 per cent of the 
world’s petroleum, 87 per cent of sulphur, 
58 per cent of cotton, 60 per cent of rosin, 
88 per cent of coal and 44 per cent of coke, 
50 per cent of lumber, 53 per cent of iron 
ore, 51 per cent of steel, 56 per cent of cop- 
per, 40 per cent of lead. 50 per cent of zine, 
94 per cent of aluminum, 53 per cent of 
mica, and 32 per cent of tobacco. But its 
consumption is enormous, It consumes 49 
per cent of the world’s lumber, 71 per cent 
of petroleum, 59 per cent of iron ore, 52 
per cent of steel. 46 per cent of copper, 490 
per cent of lead, 64 per cent of aluminum, 
70 per cent of sulphur, 75 per cent of rub- 
ber, 35 per cent of manganese ore, and 25 
per cent of cotton. 

Tn addition, the United States has now 47 
per cent of the stock of gold money in the 
world and 30. per cent of the silver money.

The remedies? Two competent 
and impartial economists, Walton 
H. Hamilton and Helen R. Wright, 
with the assistance of the staff of 
the Brookings Institute of Eco- 
nomics, in Washington, labored 
many months over an exhaustive 
study of this problem of coal.

Hamilton and Wright saw 
at once that the number of mines, 
and hence of miners, should be 
gradually reduced, (1) by prohibit- 
ing the opening of new ones; (2) 
by allowing inefficient ones to die 
natural deaths (instead of fur- 
nishing them an adequate car sup- 
ply, as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission now compels the rail- 
roads to do); (3) by preventing 
the reopening of inefficient mines 
by “‘reorganizers” once their inef- 
ficiency has brought them into 
bankruptcy; (4) by the introduc- 
tion of modern machinery which 
will make mining more profitable; 
(5) by the establishment of coal 
storage facilities which would en- 
able the miners to dig coal in sum- 
mer for winter use, instead of 
kéeping them idle through the 
summer and driving them like gal- 
ley slaves through § the winter 


In the absence of any central 
control over the industry, how 
could such vast and thorough re- 
forms be inaugurated? Being hon- 
est economists, and not crystal- 
gazers, Drs.

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FAST TOLL ROADS 
PLANNED IN EUROPE 


Chief Continental Cities to Be 
Linked by Special Ex- 
press Highways. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, Oct. 1.—Special express 


highways, privately built and oper- 
ated, may direct American tourists 
with speed and comfort to the prin- 
cipal cities of Europe. 

Some such private highways, on 
which toll: are exacted, are already 
operating in Germany and Italy, 
and more are contemplated in these 


countries, Switzerland, Spain and 


' France, reports Automotive Indus- 


tries in a recent issue. 

‘The report is based on a plan 
broached by M. Kerm-Marsand, 
French highway engineer, for the 
construction of a special auto road 
between Paris and Trouville on the 
north coast of France. This road, 
built by private capital at a cost 
of about $37,090,000 and operated 


under the toll system, would bring 
tourists landing at Havre, Cher- 
bourg or any of the other French 
ports nearby direct to Paris by 
their own automobiles. 

Like Railroads. 

The plan is similar to those of 
other engineers in Germany, Italy, 
Spain and Switzerland, by which 
the proposed auto highways would 
be operated like railroads, along 
similar rights of way. They would 
be wide, of concrete or macadam 
construction, would be lighted and 
marked by a fence or rail along the 
middle to separate traffic going 
and coming, and would be free 
from railroad or public highway 
crossings. 

Viaducts would lead them over 
railroad tracks, and ramps would 
connect them with the Govefnment 
roads. a 

According to Automotive Indus- 
tries, Italy was first to construct 
Buch private speed highways, called 
a::tostrades, after the name of the 
company operating them. These 
connect Milan with Lake Maggiore, 
Como and Varese. The owners con- 
templated . their extension to Ve- 
nice and another line down the 
west coast of Italy to Genoa, Flor- 
ence, Rome, Naples and eventually 
to Reggio at the tip of the boot. 

Central Europe Linked. 

Germany has an express high- 
Way, under private control, be- 
tween Berlin and Charlottenburg, 
and is contemplating a network of 
such roads connecting the main 
cities of the country and linking in 
with the private roads of France, 
Switzerland and Austria to Vienna. 

The other projects under way 
are those of Spain, from Madrid to 
Trun in the Pyrenees and of Switz- 
erland, from Basel to Zurich and 
Lugano.

The gigantic size to which the 
General Motors Corporation has 
grown, its policies and its plans 
fo. its automobile divisions were 
discussed at length Wednesday in 
an address by the  corporation’s 
president, Alfred P. Sloan Jr., be- 
fore some 250 automobile editors 
and their representatives at the 
General Mptors proving ground. 
The address was a feature of a 
three-day tour of General Motors 
auto factories during which the 
newspapermen were guests of the 
corporation, coming from virtually 
all of the larger cities in nearly 
every state. 

Monday, the newspapermen were 
taken through the research labor- 
atories in the huge General Motors 
building and through the Fisher 
body tool and design plant in De- 
troit. Then they toured the plant 
in which Cadillac and La Salle 
cars are made. In the evening, 
they were shown a moving picture 
of operations in the Oldsmobile 
plant at Lansing, Mich. 

Tuesday, they toured the enor- 
mous new Pontiac plant at Pon- 
tiac, Mich., riding through it in 
automobiles. They also viewed 
the Oakland factory. Then they 
were taken to Flint, Mich., where 
they inspected the enormous new 
foundry and forge shop of the 
Buick plant and then the _ Flint 
plant of the Chevrolet division. In 
the evening, they were tendered a 
banquet at the Book-Cadillac Ho- 
tel. 

Most of Wednesday was spent-at 
the proving grounds at Milford, 
about 40 miles from Detroit, where 
the editors saw cars and trucks 
madé by the various divisions— 
Buick, Cadillac, Chevrolet, La 
Salle, Oakland, Pontiac, Oldsmo- 
bile and GMC truck—put through 
tests. 


Sloan’s Address. ° 

“As a matter of fact, the indus- 
try has not grown very much the 
past three or four Years,’’ Sloan 
said in his address. “It is prac- 
tically stabilized at the present 
time. What has taken place is a 
shift of business from one manu- 
facturer to another. 

“If we could assume, for the 
sake of argument, that we will 
reach the point where 25,000,000 
cars and trucks will be registered 
in the United States—an assump- 
tion that from what we have ac- 
complished so far is certainly per- 
fectly reasonable—then I think 
we could safely say that the re- 
placement demand, plus the export 
demand which will increase for 
many years yet, plus the normal 
growth, would amount to:some- 
thing like four to four and one- 
half million vehicles and would re-

So I 
do not think we have much _ to 
worry about as to the future.” 

Turning to the General Motors 
Corporation, Sloan said: 

“We have approximately 60,000 
stockholders. The market value of 
the securities that these stockhold- 

ers hold exceeds $2,000,000,000. 
In 1926 these stockholders received, 
in dividend disbursement, in excess 
of $100,000,000. The purchasing 
power of this $100,000,000 has an 
important influence on our general 
business situation. We have 180,- 
000 of our own direct organization 
—people who are On our pay rolls 
and directly concerned in our 
prosperity. Allowing for to each 
worker, we have approaching 750,- 
000 people whose prosperity and 
— are directly concerned 
Vith ours. 

“We have something like 18.000 
dealers. If we assume and I think 
we have a right to assume, that 
each dealer would average 25 em- 
ployes, we have something like 
500,000 dealers and members of | 
their direct organization and with | 
their dependents a total of over) 
2,000,000. I estimate these dealers 
are employing a capital of over 
$500,000,000. : 

“We have over 4600 suppliers of 
material. JI haven’t any idea how 
many Workers are involved in the | 
organization of those suppliers ap- | 
plicable to General Motors produc- | 
tion, but it is very large. | 

‘Then we have the enormous ag- 
sregation of people whose pros- | 
perity depends, in turn, upon the! 
prosperity of those that I  have| 
mentioned above—their purchasing | 
power, in other words. As a mat-,| 
ter of fact, there are severa! cities | 
of importance in the United States 
whose prosperity is absolutely 
linked up with the prosperity of 
General Motors. They are essen- 
tially General Motors towns. 

“So a very appreciable percent of 
the population of the United States 
is directly concerned in the pros- 
perity of Genera] Motors.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 1. 
The Public Service Commission to- 
day gave perfunctory approval to 
the reorganization plan by which 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
proposes to bring the United Rail- 
ways of St. Louis out of receiver- 
ship. 

It finds, as has been known, 
that the amount of the bonds and 
preferred stock which the new 
company proposes to issue as an 
obligation against the railways 
property is less than the tentative 
valuation placed upon the property 
by the commission. That valuation 
is $52,024,000. However, the 
commission &states that its action 
must not be regarded as fixing the 
valuation for rate-making, nor 
shall it be interpreted as approval 
of the existing rate of fare in St. 
Louis, Both valuation and perma- 
nént fare rate now are before the 
commission. 

It is noted that fixed charges of 
the new organization will be ap 
proximately $1,343,000 less than 
under the old company’s watered 
structure,

The 
large heavy-duty units are cheap- 
est in the long run, and do not 
change in voltage perceptibly ex- 
cept over fairly long, periods of 
time.

She is a Tan Malaka, striving to 
bring her people out from under what 
she believes is the white man’s oppres- 
sion. Over in India is the aforemen- 
tioned Gandhi. All of them, these Tan 
Malakas in spirit, are crying ‘‘My peo- 
ple, oh, my people!"’ and as they do so, 
the Far East looks eagerly on. 

Tan Malaka is a Malay from West- 
ern Sumatra, a great island of the 
Dutch East Indies. He weighs about 
80 pounds, he may be five feet four 
inches tall; he is 30 years old. He 
has been educated’ by the Dutch: he 
has an easy command of six languages 
besides his own Malayo. He is a man 
of great personality; wherever he goes 
he draws his following, who, whether 
he be right or wrong, believe in him 
and in his teachings and philosophy.

Judge Le Clereq: Why did you 
steal, Kauffer? 

Kauffer: I did not have the 
strength to resist. 

The Judge: Resist. whonn, resist 
what? 


7 AUFFER was silent and hung 
Kou head while the. throng 
that filled the little medieval 
courtroom leaned. forward in sus- 
pense, sensing that a_ significant 
revelation was about to be made. 

The Judge: He is going to pretend 
today, and for the first time, that his 
wife persuaded him to commit this 
burglary. 

Kauffer: I told the investigating 
Magistrate that I had visited Chantilly 
and that the idea of hurglarizing it 
was the result of that trip. That was 
untrue. It was my wife who suggest- 
ed that I rob several churches, and 
later Chantilly. I had sent her to Paris 
to sell the gold and silver I had stolen 
from a villa in Alsace, and Madame 
Schill, who bought thé stuff from her, 
sent word to me that I find her some 
diamonds instead of more gold and 
silver. I told my wife that I was a 
weaver of Angora rabbit hair and not 
a diamond manufacturer. I made a 
lot of money buying rabbit hair in 
Germany when the mark was falling 
and selling it in England, but when 
the mark was stabilized I was ruined. 
and at my wife's orders I robbed sev- 
eral churches. She made several trips 
to Paris to sell the gold and silver to 
Madame Schill. When she came back 
she brought with her a pian of Chan- 
tilly Castle and ordered me to go and 
do the job there. 

The Judge: Its not very French 
or very chivalrous to attack your le- 
gitimate wife im this way. And it 
anunds very far-fetched, too. 

Kauffer: But it's true She took 
me there one nieht six weeks before 


the hurglary and in- 
sisted that 1 do the job 
then. I was alone with 
her and I didn't have 
the courage. 

The Judge: And you mean to say 
that you, who joined the Foreign Le- 
gion at 16, fought bravely all during 
the war, known as a man with a strong 
will, were under the complete dom- 
ination of a wife you didn't love and 
whom you later abandoned in order to 
take a mistress? It’s very curious! 

Kauffer: My wife accused me of 
being a coward, and she criticised me 
to Souter. He was enthusiastic over 
burglarizing the chateau and the two 
of them pushed me into it. They called 
me coward so often that I finally gave 
way. : 

The Judge: Is it true, Souter? 


Madame Kauffer who had the idea 
of robbing Chantilly.

DIAMOND a told the Court

and was worth at least 10,000,000 
francs today. 

The attorney for Madame Schill, the 
fence, then xeceived permission to 
show a moving picture he had taken 
during the reconstruction of the crime 
by the police, the leading roles being 
played by Kauffer and Souter. 

As the Judge refused to let it be 
shown in court the performance was 
held in the town hall before the Judge.

as an argument one way or another. 

After a summing up by all the law- 
yers, the jury found al) three guilty. 
but with extenuating circumstances. 

Kauffer got ten years in prison, 
Souter eight years and Madame Schil!

fiest offender's act and will escape the 
prison sentence unless she kets in 
trouble again.

Alec Hodge a few days after his battle for life.

TORONTO, Canada. 


OR two years, now, 
the hitherto peace- 
ful countryside, 
about 60 miles 
from here, that 
centers around the 
village of Beeton 
x ' has had its qule- 
| Sh tude disturbed and 
its bucolic prosper- 
ity impaired by marauders who pilfered 
cattle and pigs, turkeys and geese and 
other barnyard fowls from the good 
farmers of the neighborhood. Where 
once the locking of doors of country 
stores was more habitual than neces- 
sary, it now became obvious that even 
gtout locks could not succeed in with- 
holding the culprits—stores continu- 
ally were burglarized and their stocks 
made way with. Theft and burglary 
were rife, and time seemed to grant 
no surcease from the neighborhood af- 
fliction. 


The whole business was exceedingly 
mysterious. It is not easy to drive 
away droves of cattle without the 
knowledge of their owner. Still, it was 
done. Packing up and carting off a 
‘ffarmer’s entire flock of chickens was 
a not particularly simple feat; that, 
too, was done, and noiselessly accom- 
plished. Theft and stealing on such a 
scale were clearly the work of not one 
man, but a fair number of men. Yet, 
no considerable body of strangers had 
been seen about the countryside, and 
in two years’ time they could not have 
remained successfully hidden. Then, 
suddenly, on a July night, a farmer 
was forced to fight for his life; he 
did it nobly and triumphantly and’‘in 
his victory the plague that scourged 
the farm lands of Beeton was wiped 
out and the perpetrators of the evil 
have been started on their way to 
justice. 


N THE evening of July 22 of 
() a year Alec Hodge. a Scotch 

farmer, closed a cattle deal with 
two of his neighbors. Hodge was given 
$610 in cash for the cattle he sold 
these two men, and the money was 
counted out and paid over to Hodge in 
the glare of the headlights of the cat- 
tle dealers’ car as it stood on the coun- 
try road. 


Hodge pocketed his money, bade his 
neighbors good night and walked up 
the path to his cabin, where he lived 
alone. Once there, he put out the 
lamp, hid his money behind a plate in 
the pantry, took off his shoes and was 
just about to go to his bedroom when 
a flashlight was turned on him and a 
man’s voice said: “I'll kill you.” 


Alec Hodge is a peaceful man. They 
Bay in his neighborhood that a more 
peaceful man never lived. But when 
he heard those words which betokened 
his doom his heart swelled up. Alec 
Hodge in a moment became the primi- 
tive called to do battle for his life. 
- Hé made a lunge at the danger that 
threatened his existence, he clutched 
at the flashlight and it fell to the 
floor.

For several months nobody thought 
much about Petty’s disappearance. It 
was such a common occurrence. But 
last February, when Mrs. Petty, his 
wife, died of pneumonia and he did 


_ not show up for the funeral, people be- 


Zan inguiring as to his whereabouts. 
Chief among the inquirers were Pet- 
ty s father and brother. They kept up 
the search for several weeks, but found 
no trace of the missing man. Indeed, 
nothing more was to be heard of Petty, 
publicly at least, until the ‘following 
August, when a long, mysterious in- 
vestigation was to end with the dis- 
covery of his body. 


URING that investigation, sen- 
[) ss:iona: rumors were bandied 

about almost daily. Not until 
the daughter actually was taken into 
custody, however, was anything gen- 
erally known of the clew upon which 
the investigators were working. The 
denouement, therefore, came as a 
shock to the populace. In the mean- 
time, Alma Petty had married Eugene 
Gatlin, Chief of the Reidavilie Fire De- 
partment, and had moved out of the 
family home in which her father lay 
buried in the basement. Here is how 
the crime was fastened upon her. 

Late last spring, Reidsville was 
treated to one of its periodic revival! 
meetings—one of those jubilees of 
emotional frenzy at which the preach- 
ers thunder about hell fire and teil 
sad, sad stories and the wicked repent 
and hit the sawdust trail to. salvation. 
Meetings were held in a warehouse and 
the Rev. Mr. Perdue’'s oratory echoed 
up and down the street. Converts were 
numerous. Almost every night any- 
where from 10 to 20 sinners were 
moved to repentance and went up 
front to be blessed and saved. The 
revival bad been going on for about 
three weeks when. one night, there 
came, among the other sinners, Alma 
Petty. Here let the Rev. Mr. Perdue 
tell his own story: 

“l had preached a message on ‘Con- 
fession of Our Sins’ that night,’’ he re- 
lated. “She (Miss Alma Petty at that 
time, now Mrs. Eugene Gatlin) came 
to the altar for prayer with a number 
of other people. She seemed to be 
right much concerned 

“When we had dismissed the con- 
gregation she still lingered, as if un- 
decided what to-do. I questioned her 
about her trouble, telling her that the 
thing which stood between her and 
victory for ber soul was the thing she 
needed to confess and make right.

told him that according to information 
I had received a terrible crime had 
been committed in the town-and that I 
felt compelled to give the information. 
I then stated the facts to this pulice- 
anan. Officer Correll, and he took it up 
with the Chief of Police. Chief Petti- 
grew, however, refused to have any-

‘TI wanted to get more 
information about the 
killing, so I went next 
day to Dr. Meadows’ 
dental office, where 
Alma Petty worked. She 
was busy and there was 
no time for a conference 
that afternoon. However, 
she promised to come to 
my house the next eve- 
ning for aupper, and she 
did that. After supper 
we went into a room 

’ 
late the whole story to 
me. 

“In substance her 
story was that she had 
gone home one Sunday 
evening about a year 
ago’and found her fa- 
ther choking her moth- 
er. She interfered and 
there was a fight. At 
first. it seems, she got 
the best of him, but in 
the end he gave her a 
good whipping and she 
told him she would get 
him before morning. 

“She told me then 
that on the next morn- 
ing about 6 o'clock she 
got an ax from the base- 
ment and placed it be- 
hind the kitchen door. 
When her mother and sister had gone 
to work she prepared breakfast for her 
father and waited. She said he came 
in cursing as usual and started to eat 
While he was eating, she related, she 
struck him on the head from behind 
with the blunt side of the ax. He fell 
over on the table and then rolied to 
the floor. He opened bie eyes & mo- 
ment later, she said, and asked if she 
was trying to kill him. Then, she said, 
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Mrs. Alma 
Gatlin. 


she struck him 
two more blows 
and he was dead. 
“Tl asked her 
what she did with 
the body. 
“*T stripped off 
his clothes and 
burned them,’ she replied. ‘Then I 
wrapped him in a blanket, or two bian- 


: kets, I forget which, placed him in a 


trunk and dragged it into a closet in 
an adjoining room. It remained there 
for two days, until the body smelled so 
badly I became afraid. That was the 
only time I was afraid.’ 

“What frightened her, she said, was 
the blood that ran from the trunk into 
the basement, making two large spots 
She said then she decided to bury the 
body and hauled it away in a Dodge 
sedan. She wouldn't say where she 
had buried it or whose automobile was 
used in hauling itaway. She declared 
that she did all the work and dug the 
grave herseif. Nobody else, she in- 
sisted. had any part in the crime in 
any way. . 

Further than this, according to the 
minister, Mise Petty refused to give 
any information, though he urged her 
frequently to tell where the body was 
hidden. She also refused to give her- 
self up to the authorities as he advised 
her to do, and declared that if he ever 
told anyone about the confession she 
would repudiate it and deny that she 
ever told him anything. In that, it ap- 
pears, siie is keeping her word. 


HE Rev. Mr. Perdue had con- 
siderable trouble in getting the 
investigation started even after 

he had received the girl's confession. 
He went back with his supplemented 
story to Officer Correll. Correli, eager 
to take action, went again to his chief, 
but again met with his superiors dis- 
interest Perdue then went with the 
confession to the authorities at Win- 
ston-Selem, with no more success, It 
seems they felt that Reidsville would 
have to handle its own case and were 
not disposed to meddle. After a month 
of this. Perdue, still determined to get 
action, went to Greensboro and told 
officials of the Home Detective Com- 
pany. There, at last, he found assis-

tance. Detective C. W. 

Noell went back to 

Reidsville with him. 

The two went to the 

house on Lindsay 

street where the Petty 

family’ had lived. They 

checked up on some of

They found bloodstains in the kitchen 

closet, but failed to find other traces 

of the body. The detective, confident 

of success, then filed his report with 

the City Attorney and City Manager of 

Reideville and offered to continue 

search for the body. The matter then 

dragged on for weeks, with no official 
action taken by the authorities. 

Finally, tired of waiting longer, 

Evangelist Perdue placed the matter 

In the hands of Allen Gwynn, solict- 

tor of the Rockingham County 

Court, and Sheriff Smith. They 

showed more interest than the 

city officials had displayed and 

began a long gecret investiga-. 

tion, in which they were alded 

by Perdue. After uncovering 

several clews in the Petty home 

a .private inquiry was heid,. at 

whi Aima Petty, then Mrs. 

Gatlin, and other witnesses 

were called. The Rev. Mr. Per- 

due told his story and Mrs. Gat- 

lin told hers. They were in di- 

rect conflict. The gir! flatly de- 

nied making any confession. And she 

did nat appear particularly depressed 

or alarmed during the hearing, either. 

She seemed rather elated, in fact. The 

matter resolved itself into a question 

of her veracity against the minister's 

Sheriff Smith and three deputies 


2, began the task of excavating under 


the former Petty home.

In spite of the alleged confession 
and the developments which have sub- 
stantiated it in part, there are still 
many angles of mystery that remain to 
be cleared up. For one thing, nobody 
believes that the girl or anybody else 
killed Petty without assistance or dis- 
posed of the body without assistance. 
It is pointed out that a emall woman, 
as Alma Petty Gatlin is, could not pos- 
sibly have carried Petty’s body from 
the kitchen to the basement, which is 
reacned by a winding flight of stairs, 
alone. There is further mystery 
about the second of the “two biggest 
sins in the.world.” spoken of in the 
confession. What was this other sin? 

The Rev. Mr. Perdue says it has 
something to do with an unborn ehild 
and that an employe of a local drug 
store, who has since left town, is con- 
cerned in the case. This angle, which 
may throw some further light upon the 
murder, is yet to be investigated. 

Hundreds of persons have visited 
the dark cellar, where Petty'’s body 
was found. They come in droves to 
view the grisly scene—the torn-up 
flooring, the freshly dug earth beneath 
and that gaping hole yawning there in 
the northeast corner.

At buffalo hunt- 
ing Carvey had no rival, although Cody 
is popularly credited with suprem- 
acy in that picturesque activity. is 
lifetimie buffalo score, Doc Carver told 
me a short time ago, was more than 
80,000—-several thousand ahead of 
Cody's mark. In one winter on the 
Republican River in Southern Ne- 
braska, Carver killed 5700 of the ani- 
mais and accounted for as many as 160 
in a single day. 

This wholesale destruction, deplored 
in later years, had its purpose then, 
and a very definite one. The procur- 
ing of meat and hides was in many 
ases incidental. The “main purpose 
was to clear the plains of game so the 
troublesome Sioux could be driven to 
the reservations and kept there. That 
couldn't be done so long as the mam- 


, moth herds roamed the prairie to lure 


them away. 

Carver was one of the few old 
plainsmen able to adjust himself to 
the demands of a changing civilization. 
Where others of his hardy breed found 
themselves lost and stranded after the 
passing of the frontier, he made the 
transformation and prospered in the 
new age as he had tn the old. When 
the buffalo and Indian trails became 
dim and his hunting ground became a 


land of agriculture, he, like Buffalo‘ 


Bill, made it the background for a new 
calling, transferring his shooting vir- 
tuosity to the circus arena. He first 
appeared in public with rifle anqd pistol 
as one of Colonel Cody's partners in 
the Wild West Show venture. Then. 
after buainess disputes had broken a 
long-standing friendship which hunt- 
ing rivalry had left unmarred, he left

freckles, and he was the best shot on 
the Pecatonica. 

He virtually grew up from infancy 
with a rifle in his hands and about his 
only early eontact with books was that 
achieved by shooting holes through 
them when his schoolmates threw 
them in the air for him. He described 
those escapades when I saw him in 
June and told also of another exploit 
of marksmanship which led him to run 
away from home. 

“IT was about 14 and getting to be 
quite a big boy,’’ he related, ‘‘when 
one day my father said to me: ‘Young 
man, you are getting too big to wear 
moccasins; come downtown and I wil! 
buy you a pair of new boots. I went 
with him and he bought me a pair of 
coarse horsehide boots and told me if 
I didn’t wear them he'd lick the life 
out of me. 

“The boots were stiff and tortured 
me. I wanted to wear moccasins, so 
the next day I had a boy throwing 
them up in the air for me and I was 
shooting them full of holes when my 
father caught me in the act. He gave 
me such a terrible thrashing that I 
made up my mind to leave home for- 
ever. So when he got up the next day 
he found his ugly son, his best horse, 
his best rifle and what money he had 
in his pockets were gone. He didn’t 
hear of me again for 25 years. 


fate that led me almost in the 

footsteps of my ancestor, John 
Carver; who went to Minnesota as an 
explorer in the early days. I headed 
for Minnesota, not because he had 
gone there, but because my head was 
full of stories about the Indians and 
wild life to be found there. 

“When I got a few miles above Prai- 
rie du Chien I was in pretty wild coun- 
try Near Lake Pepin I passed the 
famous Carver Cave and when ! 
reached Minneapolis I was on my own 
ground, if I could have my rights 
Look up the history of Minnesota and 
the book called ‘Belden, the White 
Chief,” and you will find that this is 
true. 

“The Indians had given John Carver 
& grant of iand three davs' walk in 
every direction from St. Anthony Falls. 
[If one only walked 20 miles a day. he 
therefore owned 60 miles in every di- 
rection from Minneapolis. As I am his 
heir, think what it would mean to me 
if | could make that Indian grant 


a | T MUST have been a strange 


stand up [ would own Minneapolis, 
St. Paul, Fort Snelling. Minnehaha 
Falls and hundreds of thousands of 
acres of the most beautiful land in the 
world. 

“IT spent seven or eight years trap- 
ping and hunting In Minnesota, and. in 
1862, when Little Crow's Indians went 
On a rampage and massacred 700 set- 
tlers at New Ulm, I was employed as a 
scout and guide under Genera! Sibley. 
I guided the punitive expedition that 
went against them in 1863 and drove 
them out of the State We captured a

large number and Pe 4 / 
hanged thirty - eight ° 
at Mankato that year.’ V4 
Carter saw some service in / 
the Civil War after the In- ¢ 
dian uprising and later, in . 
1866, went to Nebraska. 
With Bill Porter, an old Minnesota 
trapper, he formed a partnership 
and camped on the Little Medi- 
cine, a tributary of the Republi- 
can River. There, in the heart of the 
Ogallala and Brule Sioux hunting 
grounds, they trapped ana hunted, 
trading with the Indians when the In- 
dians were friendly, and fighting their 
way when they were on the-warpath. 
In that disputed land he became ac- 
quainted with Wild Bill Hickok and 
Texas. Jack Omohundro. He hunted 
with Buffalo Bill and scouted for Ter- 
ry, Crook and Custer. He hobnobbed 
with ail the well knowns and many of 
the unknowns who helped make the 
West a habitable land. And there 
was, with all his adventures, an Indian 
romance. Doc recalled it with gusto. 
“I never knew her name,” he said, 
“but names didn’t make any differ- 
ence. I simply pointed her out to her 
father when I went to bargain for her 
one day. She was a beauty and I was 
dead in love with her. In those days 
you could usually buy a squaw for a 
horse or two and I asked the old brave 
how much he wanted for that girl. He 
looked at me a little while and said: 
‘Shunka’ (seven). Seven: horsés, and 
I-had only five. I was determined to 
have the girl if I had to steal two more 
horses to get them, so I went to Fort 
McPherson and stampeded a cavalry 
herd, with the intention of chasing 
them out of camp so I could catch 
a couple The plan didn't work, for 
before I could make a catch a_troop 
ot cavairy had come out from the fort 
and were making it much too hot for 
me. I'll bet they shot at me a thou- 
sand times, for the bullets fell all 
around me. I got away to the hills, 
but I didn't get the horses. 


req4 T FIRST I felt lucky; then 
j I got mad. I decided I would 
zo. back and kill the I[n- 
dian and take the girl anyway. but 
my heart failed me. I went back 
and offered five horses again, and 
instead of killing the brave, sat and 
watched him cross Box Creek and 
disappear over the hill with that gretty 
squaw.

hunting for hours on end. He 
never tired. ‘I never fell in love with 
any more squaws after that,”’ he went 
on, “but at heart\l am an Indian and 
always will be. The Sioux were a great 
‘people and were great fighters. The 
‘whites have never whipped them. The 
Sioux have never been whipped. Gen- 
eral Crook was a great soldier and the 
best friend I wer had, but I’ve got to 
admit the Sioux whipped him to a fras- 
tle. He came out here 
with a cavalry outfit 
and was going to run a 
the Sioux back on the \ 
reservation, He was 
simply going to eat 
them alive. Before he 
could light a pipe they 
had cut off his supply 
trains and had him 
licked right. He hung 
around -like a whipped 
pup and finally got back 
to Deadwood with his 
men, ragged, dirty and 
hungry. All they had to 
eat was the horses they 
killed. After Crook they 
whipped Custer. And dear oid 
Reno—tit took them just three 
minutes to give him thé worst 
trimming a man ever had. 
Under such a war chief as 
Crazy Horse the Sloux could 
thrash any cavalry outfit this 
country ever had.’ 

It was in the late seventies 
that Doc Carver, finding no 
more buffaloes to hunt and no 
more Indian trails to follow, 
cast his lot with Buffalo Bill in 
the show arena. He followed 
that calling for more than 20 
years. Records of marksman- 
ship which he hung up in 
those days have been seldom, if ever, 
equaied. One of his tavorite exhibj- 


tion morseis was to throw a brick into : 


the air, shatter it into four or five 
pieces with a revolver bullet, and then 
shatter each plece before it hit the 
ground. Another was to throw up a 
glass ball about the sise of a tennis 
ball, miss it intentionally with the first 
four shots and break it with the fifth. 
He uséd a .44-caliber ‘73 model Win- 
chester fifle and a .38-caliber specia) 
Colt’s revolver with about equal dex- 
terity.

His shooting fame took him fre 
quently to foreign lands. Several 
times, by special invitation, he shot be- 
fore the royalty of England and Ger- 
many. Once, he told me, when giving 
an exhibition before the Prince of 
Wales (later King Edward VII) at 
Sandringham, England, he picked up 
the present King George and his broth- 
er, Albert, then small boys, and lifted 
them into his big saddle. That saddle 
has remained in his possession. It and 
the great buffalo coat, made from 
skins he procured himself on the plains 
60 years ago, were his most treasured 
relics. 


HILE in England, he also 

V \ shot for the Duchess of Teck 

and her daughter, Princess 
Mary, now Queen Mary, at the Rane 
leigh . Club. He gave exhibitions 
before the English Army at Aldershot, 
and on the Continent gave exhibitions 
before Franz Joseph, Emperor of Aus 
tria: Crown Prince Rudolph and Grand 
Duke Albert, brother of Maximilian. 
Later he shot before Emperor Fred- 
erick II of Germany, the Russian Co® 
sacks at Warsaw and the Russian 
Army at Moscow. Still later, his fame 
took him to Australia. A number of 
medals awarded by English and Ger- 
man royalty he carried with him to bis 
death, and equally prized were other 
Quaint souvenirs brought home from 
every foreign land he visited. 

These were silver coins, ranging in 
size from a quarter to a silver dollar, 
and all pierced by rifle bullets. The 
collection was one of his hobbies. 
The coins, representing a dozen na- 
tions, all were shot while in the alr, 
and Doc Carver did the shooting. He 

fastened them on his 
saddle, bridle and belt,
